Dwight D. Eisenhower Dies 


WA S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, com­ 
mander in World War II of the 
mightiest armed force ever as­ 
sembled and former President 
of the United States, died today 
The announcement of the gen­ 
eral’s death was made in a som­ 


ber voice by Brig. Gen. Freder­ 
ic Hughes Jr., commanding gen­ 
eral of Walter Reed Army Hos­ 
pital who said that Eisenhower 
had “died quietly at 12:25 p.m. 
EST after a long and heroic 
struggle/' and that he had died 
peacefully. 


The 78-year-old five-star gen­ 
eral, known as “Ike" through­ 
out the world, was hit by 
congestive heart failure March 
15 and again last Monday while 
recuperating from an intestinal 
operation and pneumonia com 
plications. 


With the rugged constitution 
of a Kansas farm boy, he al­ 
ready had battled back from 
seven heart attacks before un­ 
dergoing surgery for an intesti­ 
nal obstruction Feb. 23. 
Four days after undergoing 
the high-rank surgery, he con­ 


tracted pneumonia. Doctors suc­ 
cessfully combatted the pneu­ 
monia with antibiotics. 
But throughout the February 
trouble, it was Eisenhower's 
heart which 
caused doctors 
their prime concern. 
Doctors made no mention of 


the congestive heart failure 
Mardi 15 until after Eisenhow­ 
er’s wife. Mamie, said at a par­ 
ty the general bad endured a 
“particularly bad" day. 
Reporters questioned the hos­ 
pital and were told of the latest 
onset of heart trouble 


Eisenhower bad been hospital­ 
ized since last April 29, when a 
heart attack felled him in Cali­ 
fornia after a round of golf. He 
was transferred to Walter Reed 
and there suffered three more,

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Taxpayers Attack City Sales Tax 


The Taxpayer* of El Paso 
County organization Thursday 
night went after the proposal to 
continue the one per cent sales 
and use tax with a vengeance, 
attacking it without abandon 
and attempting to formulate 
ways to defeat the measure. 
The group also slapped at 
members (rf the present city 
council as a body, and in some 
cases at individual members of 
the council as well a3 accusing 
the local League of Women 
Voters and the Colorado Springs 
('hailer Association of compos­ 
ing a “political machine'* that 
controls the city. 
It all started when council 
candidate John F. Narad took a 
whack at the council’s action of 
last Tuesday authorizing ex­ 
penditures that could amount to 
$250,000 over a five-year period 
to jointly finance a teenage rec­ 
reation and educational center 
in Colorado Springs. 
Narad said this council action 
had almost made him change 
his mind in supporting the sales 
tax. 
He said he was “not up on 
any of die issues" and said that 
the Pikes Peak Area Council of 
Governments was a "wasted ex­ 
pense.” 
The council candidate con­ 
tended that the city auditorium 
and school gymnasiums could 
serve the same function as the 
proposed teenage center at far 
less cost. 
In answer to another question, 
Narad said, “I haven t even 
looked Into a lot of things that 
possibly I should have, even be­ 
fore I stalled running 
.Narad did say he opposed the 
dfetricting measure and accused 
the city administration of not 
paying decent wages to some 
city employes while overpaying 
others. He said that police and 
fliemen were underpaid but did 
net elaborate on who might be 
overpaid. 
After Narad finished, the real 
fiieworks began as members of 
tip group started taking pot 
shots at everyone and every­ 
thing in sight. 
Ray Curtis, a member of the 
group, forecast that the teenage 
center would be used only “by 
hoodlums’* and that “decent 
folk won t be able to walk into 


th e place 
Inside of three 
months.” 
Curtis then directed his at­ 
tacks elsewhere. 
“ T h e y ’ v e g o t a political 
machine set up here of the 
League (rf Women Voters and 
The Charter Association and 
they’ve got all the politicians 
scared of them," Curtis said. 
The chairman of the meeting, 
Luke Zell, directed the dis­ 
cussion back to the teen center 
and contended that the “tax 
payers are not obligated to help 
run this experiment." 
He said that this council act­ 
ion “can be turned against 
them in regard to the sales tax” 
and further contended that the 
Taxpayers organization was the 
only one trying to stop spirall­ 
ing taxes. 
One man in the audience want­ 
ed to fire the city manager and 
proposed a plan of refusing to 
pay taxes in order to obtain re­ 
lief from the “high tax burden." 
Still another member of the 
organization referred to a cur­ 
rent council member as being 
‘ brainwashed’’ 
and 
averred 
that the member was not al­ 


lowed to talk unless "they," the 
city administration, 'have some­ 
thing to say about what it saki.’ 
Still another man asked how 
the mayor and council could ba 
removed. 
“We don't need the mayor 
and the council," he said. The 
man then asked, “How would 
you go about doing away with 
them altogether’’” 
The group took a straw ballot 
and found they were in favor or 
reducing the council term from 
six to four years and were in 
favor of districting. The group 
was opposed to continuation of 
the burning ban and violently 
opposed to the continuation of 
the sales tax. 
The organization, after con­ 
siderable discussion of the pros 
and cons of various city council 
candidates, 
indefinitely 
post­ 
poned taking any action on a 
united stand by the group for or 
against individual candidates. 
Hie left little doubt, however, 
that they were not impressed by 
past performances of incumbent 
council members and would 
“support the people who would 
be for the people."

Qty Plans $478,000 for 
Parks if Tax Is Approved 


C o l o r a d o Springs plans to 
spend $471,000 on park improve­ 
ments in 1969 provided that the 
one per cent city sales tax 
passes in Tuesday's election, 
according 
to City 
Manager 
George Fellows. 
Fellows spoke Thursday be­ 
fore the opening session of the 
annua) spring conference of the 
Colorado Parks and Recreation 
S o c i e t y at the Broadmoor 
Hotel. He shared the opening 
ceremonies with Mayo* Eugene 
McCleary and Tom Brennan, 
president of the society. 
“Since the city sales tax went 
into effect last March, we have 
been doing a lot to improve our 
parks,” said Fellows. “Prior to 
that time no seeable improve­ 
ments were possible. 
“Since last March, $1.6 mil­ 
lion have been collected and of 
that, 1240,000 has been spent on 
improvement in 23 parks, actual 
usable improvements.” 
He explained that he hopes 
Colorado Springs will continue 
the sales tax. 
“Too o f t e n , lack of money 
prunes thin areas such as parks 
and recreation,’’ he said. 
By the end of this year, Col­ 
orado Spring will have doubled 
its population in IO years. One 
thousand to 1,100 people are 
added to our area each month. 
In total area alone, the city will 
have tripled. I feel we need'' 
park money.” 
Before the advent of the city 
sales tax nine months ago, be 
said, the Parks and Recreation 
Department, since 1964, had re­ 
quested up to $200,000 per year 
for park improvements. Each 
year, he continued, the actual 


money received amounted 
approximately $1,500 spent 
picnic tables. 
“It cost from $30,000 to $40,- 
000 to get a 10-acre four -sided 
park into shape beforetmprove- 
ments This means no grass, no 
sprinklers, no playground equip­ 
ment. 
“In 1967,” he said, “we made 
a five -year study for 1968 to 
1972 and the park department 
was found to need $1,826,700 for 
that time period. The average 
was $365,000 per year. 
“When the sales tax was ac­ 
quired we were able to spend 
$240,000 on improvements. We 
hope to continue the tax and 
make Memorial Park one of the 
best in the state of Coloraoo.” 
The conference of the Colo­ 
rado Parks and 
Recreation 
S o c i e t y continued through 
today.
